Favorable Report on Resolu-

Washington, July 31.--The house 
military affairs committee today or- 
dered a favorable report of a resolu- 
tion appropriating $540,000 for relief , 
of flood sufferers in the south caused 
by the recent deluge in tropical storms.

Safeguarding American rights abroad 
had not been accomplished, Mr. Hughes 
said, by the administration. There had 
been “brave words in a series of notes,”’ 
but “what does it avail to use some of 
the strongest words known to diplo- 
macy if ambassadors can receive the 
impression that the words are not to 
be taken seriously?”

BRITAIN STILL BANS 
‘RED CROSS SUPPLIES 


Supplies Cannot Pass Blockade 
Unless Consigned to Red 
Cross Units. 


Washington, July 31.—With the ap- 
parent intention of closing the nego- 
tiations in which the United States 
has endeavored unsuccessfully to se- 
cure permission to send Red Cross 
supplies through the allied blockade 
lines into Germany and Austria, the 
allied governments have submitted 
through Ambassador Page at London 
a detailed summary of their reasons 
for refusing such permission. 

The communication handed to the 
ambassador by the _ British foreign 
office and made public tonight by the 
State department declares passage of 
such supplies “has been forbidden in 
case Of every blockade established in 
the past,” and suggests that if the 
Aimerican people really desire to send 
relief -supplies into the Teutonic 
countries ‘they can find a way by 
financing Red Cross hospital units to 
take the places of those whose recent 
withdrawal led the allies to impose 
the restriction against shipments. 
Without hospital units to supervise 
distribution, the allies contend, there 
can be no guarantee that the supplies 
will not be put to military use. 

“The position of the allied govern- 
ments,’ the summary reads, “in regard 
to the importation of medical supplies 
into enemy counkries is that they can- 
not be called upon to admit a practice 
which has been forbidden in the case 
of evey blockade established in the 
past. 

“They consider, 
Geneva convention 
apply. 

“These «a iggge ome of principle having 
been settled, frequent appeals have 
been made to dhe allied governments 
to make some concession as a matter 
of grace. 

“His majesty’s government have 
given close consideration to the ques- 
tion, and they have found themselves 
utterly unable to evolve any system by 
which general shipments of medical 
supplies once permitted could be kept 
within the limits at all. Their reasons 
for not allowing unlimited supplies to 
go in have been frequently stated, viz.: 
That the materials sent in would re- 
place materials existing in enemy 
countries, which could and undoubtedly 
would then be applied to. other, 
and in many cases belligerent, pur- 
poses. , ; ‘ 

“His majesty’s government on their 
part have therefore laid down the only 
workable distinction they could think 
of: Namely, that American Red Cross 
supplies may be sent to American Red 
Cross units, wherever such units may 
be. They feel that no juster test could 
probably be found of the strength of 
numanitarian claims and the interest 
taken by the people of the United 
States in needs of the central empires, 
than the extent to which the people of 
the United States are prepared to sub- 
scribe money or. send doctors and 
nurses for hospital work in Germany 
and Austria. Wherever the sympathies 
and energy. of Americans are manifest- 
ed by the presence of Americans en- 
gaged in the relief of suffering, there 
American supplis can be freely import- 
ed and used. This is a very definite 
concession and opens a wide door to 
American philanthropy, and his ma- 
jesty’s government can not understand 
why if feeling in the United States is 
strong on this subject, this door should 
be allowed to remain closed.”

Protect Submarine From 
Interference. 


Baltimore, Md., July 31.—The German 
submarine liner Deutschland will leave 
Baltimore on her return voyage to Ger- 
many some time within the next twenty- 
four hours, unless plans made today 
are altered. Information to this ef- 
fect was received tonight from a trust- 
worthy source. 

The exact time of departure was said 
not to have been determined upon. 

None of the officers or crew of the 
Deutschland had shore liberty today. 
The engines of the submersible repeat- 
edly were tested, and a quantity of 
fresh fruits and vegetables were taken 
aboard. 

The United States coast guard cut- 
ter Apache remained at anchor near 
the Deutschland’s pier. It is expected 
the cutter will leave the harbor when 
the submarine sails and will keep her 
in sight down Chesapeake bay, to see 
to it that the progress of the vessel is 
not hindered by other craft. 

Will Protect Submarine. 

Washington, July 31.—Although the 
United States government has declined 
formally to order extraordinary pro- 
tection for the German merchant sub- 
marine Deutschland as she passes out 
of American territorial waters, state 
department officials indicated today 
that if the submarine was endangered 
by a large number of craft attempt- 
ing to follow her down Chesapeake bay 
from Baltimore, a coast guard cutter 
probably would interfere. 

It has been understood that the 
Deutsehland’s commarder fears he will 
be seriously handicapped in his efforts 
to escape to sea past the waiting al- 
lied cruisers if he is followed by a fleet 
of boats carrying newspaper corres-

El Paso, Texas. 31.—American 


5 soldiers, reinforced by a small detach- 


ment of Carranza troops, engaged 
Mexican bandits who had crossed into 
the United States near Fort Hancock, 
Texas, early today. Two Americans 
were killed and one was wounded. Only 
two of the outlaws escaped across the 
river into Mexico, where th®aare being 
pursued by Mexican troops and Car- 
ranza customs: guards. 

Upon receiving reports from Robert 
Wood, a United States customs inspec- 
tor, that the bandits who had com- 
mitted numerous depredations on the 
Mexican side of the frontier, recently 
had crossed the border, six men of F 
troop, EKighth United States cavalry, 
and a hospital corps orderly under Ser- 
geant Lewis Thompson, with Wood and 
Customs Inspector Bean, rode to an 
adobe hut where the Mexicans were 
said ito be in hiding. Thompson had 
been ordered by Captain Cushing, of 
C company, Eighth Massachusetts in- 
fantry, to investigate the reports. The 
bandits opened fire from the building 
and adjoining out houses, killing Wood 
and Frivate John Twoney, and wound- 
Sng Sergeant Thompson in the shoul- 
der. : * 

Bean, fearing that the Mexicans 
would escape the small American de- 
tacimment, called upon the Carranza 
commanaer on the opposite side of the 
river. lie responded and a score of 
soldiers crossed into the United States 
to cut off the outlaws’ retreat. The 
incident marked the first time Carranza 
troops have co-operatgd in pursuit. of 
banaits on American soil. 

Private Sheain, of the hospital corps, 
who brought Sergeant Thompson to 
the Fort sliss hospital, reported to 
General. Bell that the Mexican troopers, 
ten in number, acted in a friendly man- 
ner towards the Americans, took up a 
position alongside them and helped 
keep a hot fire against the hut. When 
the bandits failed to return the fire 
the hut was entered and three dead 
Mexicans were found, Sheain said. The 
Carranza troops took up a blood trail 
and followed it, but the American de- 
tachment stayed on this side of the 
river.

RYATT MURDERED 
BY THE GERMANS, 


Premier Asquith Declares in 
Statement to Commons. 
Asquith Says Criminals 
Will Be Brought to Justice. 


London, July 31.—“It appears to be} 
true that Captain Fryatt was murdered 
by the Germans,” said Premier Asquith 
in the house of commons this afternoon 


‘in reply to a question by Sir Edward 


Carson, leader of the Ulster unionists. | 
“The British government,” the pre- 
mier added, “heard with deep indigna- 
tion of this atrocious crime against the 
law of nations and usage of war. Com- 
ing as it does contemporaneously with 
the lawless cruelties to the populgtion 
of Lille and other occupied portions of 
France, it shows that the German hizh 
commands under the stress of military 
defeat have renewed their policy of 
terrorism. : 

“It is impossible to conjecture to 
what further atrocities they may pro- 
ceed, but the government desires to*re- 
peat most emphatically their resolve 
when the time comes that these crimes 
will not go unpunished. 

“When the time arrives they are de- 
termined to bring to justice the crim- 
inals, whoever they may be, and what- 
ever their position. In a case such as 
this the man who used the System un- 
der which the crime was committed 
may well be the most guilty of all. 

“The question of what immaiatea ac- 
tion had been taken is enzaying the 
earnest attention of the government 
and I hope to make an announcement 
shortly.”

however ample.its artillery and mu- 
nitions, the supreme test in a war of 
this kind is its capacity, unit Dy unit, 
for bearing: heavy losses unflinchingly. 


Wherever sacrifice of life was neces- 


sary to the end these new army men 
have borne it ‘without wavering and 
in a manner worthy the best traditions 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

“When her navy held England safe 
from invasion, it was principle which 
led these men—all volunteers—to fight 
on soil which is not their own. They 
realized the preparedness, discipline 
and autocratic organization of the en- 
emy which stood for militarism abhor- 
rent to them.” 

Turning to the map he put his finger 
first on Pozieres and then on Delville 
wood, where the British. incessant 
struggle has gained precious high 
ground, —- said: 

“Here our men, after they had con- 
quered the maze of trench fortifica- 
tions which the Germans had been a 
year and a half in building, have fought 
under field conditions, digging what 
cover thev could, withstanding counter 
attacks, with all the stulbbornness of 
the regulars at Ypres, continuing to 
advance, pitting their skill, courage 
and resource against those of an army 
with forty years of preparation. Their 
confidence that as man to man, with 
equally good artillery support, thev 
were the superior of the German has 
been justified by the events. 

“If we had gained less ground, if 
we had not in conjunction with the 
French inflicted hgavier losses on the 
enemy than our o'wn and had not given 
a vital blow to his morale, our offen- 
sive would have been worth while, for 
its benefit to our morale. Our men 
ask only to keep on attacking. They 
feel that thev have taken the meas- 
ure of the Germans. 


In Regard to Losses. 


“In relation to our losses, they have 
heen severe in. the instance of some 
units, where the steadiness in the face ; 
of a most galling fire has insured re- | 
liance on the others under: a similar | 
test. I may say that the total for the | 
month of July to date, in the midst of a: 
continuous offensive, has been less than 
five times the total in May, when we 
were in our trenches. 

“But you have been able to see these 
things for voursel{ as a correspondent.

When we followed the breach in their 
first line with a breach in their sece- 
ond, the shock of our success was av- 
cordingly the greater to their minds. 
For the first time German officers, who 
were taken, admitted that Germany 
was beaten. One of them, who was 
on his way to England and had 
glimpses of our reserve camps in 
France, said that he had been told that 
the British had only a fringe of troops 
n the front line, and once our attack 
was repulsed they could go through to 
the coast and end the war.” . : 

Indulges in Scotch Phrases. 

Finally, in expressing the situation 
Sir Douglas indulged in a Sesten 
Phrase: “Facts are chiels that winna 
ding,” and continued: “The third vear 
of the yer will be the allies’ year. No 
less than France, now that’ we are

Georgian the Recipient of a 
Marked Demonstration 
in the House.

Washington, July 31.—(Special.)— 
Representative Dudley M. Hughes, of 
the Twelfth district, chairman of the 
house committee on education, before 
leaving for Georgia to prosecute his 
campaign for re-election, was the re-

Representative Hughes was recog- 
nized for an hour’s speech in swpport 
of his bill for vocational education re- 
ported favorable by the committee on 
education.

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IMMENSE PENSION FUND 
FOR SWIFT EMPLOYEES 


Big Concern Sets Aside Money 
as Nucleus for Pen- 
sion Fund. 


Nearly 2,000 Georgia operatives of 
Swift & Co., 700 of which live in and 
around Atlanta, will be gladdened by 
the announcement made yesterday that 
$2,000,000 accumulated in the past six 
years by that firm is set aside by the 
company as a-nucleus of the pension 
fund which becomes operative today. 

Twenty-two thousand operatives in 
all in the United States are affected 
by this announcement, which was pro- 
mulgated in Atlanta yesterday by H. 
A. Rogers, manager of Swift & Ce. 
Fertilizer works. 

This company has several establish- 
ments in and around Atlanta, those in 
addition to the one above mentioned 
being the oil mills, the refinery and the 
wholesale plant of the company. 

One of the features of the plan, as 
announced by Louis F. Swift, president 
f the company, was. that the em- 
ployees do not contribute to the fund 
and that in addition to the income from 
the $2,000,000 fund, $400,000 a year will 
be added by the company to care for 
the demands upon it. 

“All we ask of our employees is that 
they give us efficient and continued 
service,” said Mr. Swift yesterday. 
“When a man or woman has been with 
us without a break for twenty-five 
years, and has reached the age of 60 
for the man and 50 for the womaf, 
we believe that he or she is entitled to 
a rest.” 

The pepsion board as organized will 
consist of five members Who are offi- 
cers or employees of Swift & Co. 

The salient points of the plan as out- 
lined in the formal announcement to 
employees follow: 

1. The employees do not 
the fund. 

2. Income from the $2,000,000 foundation 
to be supplemented annually by 
to meet the necessary demands. 

3. More than 30,000 employees benefited 
by the announcement. 

4 Men in the employ of the company 
25 years, and who have reached the age 
of 60 may be pensioned. 

5. Men in the employ of the company 25 
years, who have reached the age of 65 shall 
be pensioned. 

6. Women in service twenty-five years, 
who have reached the age of 50 may be 
pensioned. 

7. Women in service twenty-five years, 
who have reached the age of 55 shall be 
pensioned. 

8. Employees in service fifteen years and 
up to 26 years, who are permanently inca- 
pacitated for work may be pensioned. 

Pension of those retired on account 
of age and length of service, or if incapact- 
tated after a service.of 25 years, but prior

10. Pension of those retiring on account 
of incapacity after from 15 to 25 years of 
service shall be computed on a basis of 1% 
per cent of the average salary for the five- 
year period preceding retirement, for each 
year of continuous service.

It is 
a local option measure, and, unfor- 
tunately, only the most progressive 
counties of the state will adopt it. But 
few of the counties take advantage of 
local taxes for the maintenance of com- 
mon schools, 

“We all know how many country 
folks are compelled to move to the 
cities in order to give their children 
the advantage of schooling because of 
the inadequate facilities of many of 
the country schools, where the entire 
student body is in the room under tne 
supervision of one teacher who can 
give only a small part of his or her 
time to the individual.” 

The bill not only provides for the) 
maintenance of schools in locations of 
convenience to the children of the 
county, but also provides for the trans- 
portation of the children to and from 
schools by the county schoo! authori- 
ties. This law and others of a similar 
nature have been adopted in many of 
the states of the union, notably in the 
progressive western states. 

The passages of the Persons bill was 
the only piece of important general 
legislation acted on by the senate yes- 
terday, the temainder of its time being 
spent in the passage of numerous local 
measures.

284 CHICAGO PEOPLE 
DIED FROM THE HEAT 


Chicago, July 31.—The end of one of 
the longest periods of hot weather Chi- 
cago ever experienced came 
an 18-mile breeze from the north. A 
drop of 22 degrees from 102, the high- 
est reached yesterday, was recorded at 
9 o'clock today 
thermometer registered 81. The wind 
sprang up at 4 oclock and gradually 
increased. The weather bureau pre- 
dicted it would shift to the northeast, 
whence comes the usual cooling “lake 
breeze.” 

The hot spell began July 11, since 
which time the temperature was con- 
stantly above normal. 

Latest figures show that 284 persons 
died in Chicago directly or indirectly 
from the effects of the heat. 

The record-breaking death rate of 
the last week has seriously tested the 
facilities of the coroner's office, while 
the prostrations have taxed the accom- 
modations of the local hospitals and 
burdened the city’s physicians to the 
limit. The high mortality among in- 
fants has been the most distressing 
phase of the situation. Upwards of 50 
babies were reported to have succumb- 
ed yesterday. 

Among animals the death rate has 
almost established a record.

For the protection of 
the industries and working men of 
the United States against the competi- 
tion of “an energized Europe,” 
Hughes said, it was plain that 
muse have potective, upbuilding poli- 
cies.” Other measures, too, should be 
applied, he said, notably the upbuild- 
a of a merchant marine. 

Oo make peace lasting and effective 
when the present war shall end, Mr. 
Hughes advocated the formation of an 
international tribunal to dispose of 
controversies of a justiciable sort, 
en by the co-operation of the na- 
tions.. 

Mr. Hughes also declared for the “con- 
servation of the just interests of la- 
bor,” for conservation of national re- 
sources and for a national budget. 

“Our opponents promised economy, 
but they have shown a reckless ex- 
travagance. It is time we had fiscal 


reform.” 

Mr. Hughes closed with an indorse- 
meng of the republican platform anda 
formal acceptance of the nomination. 

The large audience which crowded 
Carnegie hall to capacity cheered for 
several minutes when Mr. Hughes ap- 
peared shortly after 8 o'clock. 

The nominee, recognizing Theodore 
Roosevelt in one of the boxes, waved 
to him and Colonel Roosevelt clapped 
his hands in acknowledgement. 

Senator Harding, of Ohio. chairman 
of the notification committee, was 
cheered at every*reference to the name 
‘of the nominee and a republican vic- 
tory in November. When he had fin- 
ished the band played and the crowd 
a@rose and cheered again. 

Mr. Hughes was frequently, inter- 
rupted by laughter and applause. 

After delivering his speech he was 
host at a reception to the, notification 

committee and the invited guests to 
the notification ceremony. 
Roosevelt Praises Speech. 

“Tt was an admirable speech and I 
wish to call attention to the following 
points,” said Colonel Roosevelt in a 
statement isstied after the meeting. 

“I am particularly pleased with the 
exposure of the folly, and worse than 
folly. of Mr. Wilson’s Mexican policy 
and of the way in which this policy has 
brought humiliation to the United 
States and disaster to Mexico itself. 

“Moreover, I am very glad of the 
straightforward manner in which Mr. 
Hughes has shown the ridicule with 
which Mr. Wilson has covered this na- 
tion by the manner in which he allowed 
foreign powers to gain the impression 

although he used the strongest 
in diplomacy, they were not to 
taken seriously. 

“As Mr. Hughes said, it is not words,

When Mr. Hughes appeared on the 
stage with Senator Harding, chairman 
of the notification committee, he was 
greeted with enthusiastic applause by 
the throng which packed the big hall. 
On the platform with the nominee were 
many of the most prominent republic- 
ans in the country, and.many more were 
in the boxes. There also was a liberal 
sprinkling of men who had been lead- 
@rs in the progressive party in addi- 
tion to Colonel Roosevelt, who was 
Warmly greeted when he appéared in 
the box assigned to him. 

Speech of Hughes. 

In accepting the nomination Mr. 
Hughes said: 

“Senator Harding, Members of the No- 
tification Committee and Fellow Cit- 
izens: 

“This occasion is more than a mere 
ceremony of notification. We are not 
here to indulge in formal expressions. 
We come to state in a plain and direct 
manner our faith, our purpose and our 

ledge. Tjpis representative gathering

Foreign Relations. 


“Appointments* Our foreign rela- 
itions have assumed grave importance 
in the past three’ years. The conduct 
of diplomatic intercourse is_ in the 
keeping of the executive. It rests 
chiefly with him whether we shall 
‘show competence or incompetence; 
‘whether the national honor shall be 


maintained; whether our prestige and | 


iinfluence' shall 
vanced. What is the record of the 
administration? The first duty of the 
executive was to command the respect 
-of the world .by «he personnel of our 
; State department and our representa- 
‘tion abroad. No party exigency could 
‘excuse the non-performance of this 
obvious obligation. Still, after making 
‘every allowance for certain commend- 
able appointments, it is apparent thas 
»thig obligation was not performed. At 
the very beginning of the Ber ge ad- 
i'ministration, wherein the direction of 
‘diplomatic intercourse there should 
‘have been conspicuous strength and 
'expertness, we had weakness and @h- 
‘expertness. Instead of assuring re- 
spect, we invited distrust of our com- 
‘petence and speculation as to our ca- 
/pacity for firmness and decision, thus 
; entai ing many difficulties which 
‘otherwise easily could have been 
‘escaped. Then, in numerous §ssin- 
; stances, notably in Latin-America, 
where such a course was particularly 
reprehensible, and where we desire to 
encourage the most friendly relations, 
‘men of- long diplomatic experience 
;whose knowledge and training were 0* 
‘especial value to the country, were 
‘retired from the service apparently for 
no other reason than to meet partisan 
demands in the appointment of inex- 
perienced persons. 

“Whereas, in San Domingo, we had 
assumed an important special trust in 
the interest ofits people, that trust 
was shockingly betrayed in order to 
satisfy ‘deserving democrats.’ The rec- 
ord showing the administration's dis- 
regarding of its responsibilities with 
respect «o our representation of di- 
plomacy is an open . book and the 
specifications may easily be had. It is 
a record revealing professions belied. 
It is a dismal record to those who be- 
lieve in Americanism. Take, for ex- 
ample, the withdrawal of Ambassador 
Herrick from France. There he 
stood, in the midst of alarms, the very 
ernbodiment of courage, of poise, of 
executive capacity, universally trusted 
and believed. No diplomat ever won 
more @ompletely the affections of a 
foreign people, and there was no bet- 
ter fortune for this country than to 
have at the capital of any one of the 
belligerent nations a_ representative 
thus esteemed. Yet the administra- 
tion permitted itself to supersede him. 
The point is not that the man was 
Ambassador Herrick, or that the na- 
tion was France, but that we invited 
the agtention of the world to the in- 
excusable yielding of national interest 
to partisan expediency. It was a la- 
mentable sacrifice of international re- 
pute. If we would have the esteem of 
foregn nations we must deserve it. We 
must show our regard for special 
knowledge and experience. I propose 
that we shall make the agencies of 
our diplomatic intercourse, in every 
nation, worthy of the American name. 


Mexico. 


“The dealings of the administration 
with Mexico constitute a confused 
chapter of blunders. We have not 
helped Mexico. She lies prostrate, im- 
poverished, - famine-stricken, over- 
whelmed with the woes and outrages 
of internal strife, the helpless victim 
of a condition of anarchy which the 
course of the administration only serv- 
ed to promote. For ourselves, we have 
witnessed the murder of our citizens 
and the destruction of their property. 
We have made enemies, not friends. 
Instead of commanding respect and de- 
serving good will be sincerity, firmness 
and consistency, we provoked misap- 
prehension and deep resentment. In 
the light of the conduct of the admin- 
istration no one could understand its 
professions. Decrying interference, we 
interfered most exasperatingly. We 
have not even kept out of actual con- 
flict and the soil of Mexico is stained 
with the blood of our soldiers. We 
have resorted to physical invasion, only 
to retire without gaining the professed 
object. It is a record which cannot be 
examined without a profound sense of 
humiltation. 

“When the administration came into 
power Huerta was exercising authority 
as provisional president of Mexico. He 
was certainly in fact the head of the 
government of Mexico. Whether or not 
he should be recognized was a question 
to be determined in the exercise of a 
sound discretion, but according to cor- 
rect principles. The president was en- 
titled to be assured that there was at 
least a de facto government; that in- 
ternational obligations would be per- 
formed; that the lives and property of 
American citizens would have proper 
protection. To attempt, however, to 
control the domestic concerns of Mex- 
ico was simply intervention, not less 
so because disclaimed. The height of 
folly was to have a vacillating and in- 
effective intervention, which could only 
evoke bitterness and contempt, which 
would fail to pacify the country and 
to assure peace and prosperity under 
a stable government. If crimes were 
committed, we do not palliate them. We 
make no defense of Huerta. But the ad- 
ministration had nothing to do with 
the moral character of Huerta, if in 
fact he represented the government of 
Mexico. We shall never worthily pros- 
ecute our unselfish aims, or serve hu- 
manity by wrong-headedness. So far 
as the character of Huerta is concerned, 
the hollowness of the pretensions on 
this score is revealed by the adminis- 
tration’s subsequent patronage of Vil- 
la (whose qualifications as an assas- 
sin are indisputable) whom apparently 
the administration was ready to recog- 
nize had he achieved his end and ful- 
filled what then seemed to be its hope. 


Administration and Huerta. 


“The question is not as to the non- 
recognition of Huerta. The adminis- 
tration did not content itself with re- 
fusing to recognize Huerta, who was 
recognized by Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Kussia, Spain and Japan. The 
administration undertook to destroy 
Huerta, to control Mexican politics, 
even to deny Huerta the right to be a 
candidate for the office of president 
at the election the administration de- 
manded. With what bewilderment 
must the Mexicans have regarded our 
assertion of their rigit to manage their 
own affairs! In the summer of 1913 
John Lind was dispatched to the City 
of Mexico as the president's ‘personal 
spokesman and representative’ to the 
unrecognized Huerta in order to de- 
mand that the latter eliminate himself. 
it was an unjustifiable mission, most 
offensive to a sensitive people. John 
Lind lingered, irritatingly. The admin- 
istration continued to direct its efforts 
at the destruction of the only govern- 
ment Mexico had. In the spring of 1914 
occurred the capture of Vera Cruz. 
Men from some of our ships had been 
arrested at Tampico and had been dis- 
charged with an apology. But our ad- 
miral demanded a salute, which was 
refused. 

“Thereupon went to congress, ask- 
ing authority to use the armed forces 
of the United States. Without wait- 
ing for the passage of the resolution, 
Vera Cruz was seized. It appeared that 
a ship load of ammunition for Huerta 
was about to enter that port. There 
was a natural opposition to this inva- 
sion and a battle occurred in which 
nineteen Americans and over a hun- 
dred Mexicans were killed. This, of 
‘eourse, was war. Our dead soldiers 
were praised for dying like heroes in 
a war of service. Later, we retired 
from Vera Cruz, giving up this noble 
warfare. We had not obtained the sa- 
lute which was demanded. We had not 
obtained reparation for affronts. The 
ship with ammunition which could not 
land at Vera Cruz had soon landed at 
another port and its cargo was deliv- 
ered to Huerta without interference. 
Recently the naked truth was ad- 
mitted by a cabinet officer. We are 
now informed that ‘we did not go to 
Vera Cruz to force Huerta to salute 
the flag.’ We are told that we went 
there ‘to show Mexico that we were in 
‘earnest in our demand that Huerta 
must go.’ That is, we seized Vera Cruz 
to depose Huerta. The question of the 
salute - a mere pretext. 

“Meanwhile, the administration ut- 
terly failed to perform its obvious duty 
to secure ger for the lives and 
; property of our citizens. It is most un- 
‘worthy to slur those who have invest- 
‘ments in Mexico in order to escape a 
condemnation for the non-performance 
of this duty. There can be no such 
escape, for we have no debate,’ and 
there can be no debate as to the ex- 


istence of this duty on the part of our. 


government. Let me guote the words 

of the democratic platform of 1912: ‘The

If he attempted to go up the 
river at Tampico and take our citi- 
zens on board the word of ‘aggressive 
action’ as the secretary called it, ‘would 
have spread to the surrounding coun- 
try,’ and it was ‘almost certain that 
reprisals on American citizens would 
have followed and lives would, have 
been lost.’ We had so incensed the 
Mexicans that we could not rescue our 
own citizens at Tampico, save at the 
risk of the murder of others. We must 
take Vera Cruz to get Huerta out of 
office and trust to other nations to get 
our own citizens out of peril. What a 
travesty of internaitonal policy! 


Left to Ravages of Revolution. 


“Destroying the government. of 
Huerta, we left Mexico to the ravages 
of revolution. 

“I shall not attempt to narrate the 
sicking story of the barbarities com- 
mitted, of the carnival of murder and 
lust. We were then told that Mexico 
was entitled to spill as much blood as 
she pleased to settle her affairs. 
administration vacillated with respect 
to the embargo on the export of arms 
and munitions to Mexico. Under the 
resolution of 1912 President Taft had 
laid such an. embargo. In August, 
1913, President Wilson stated that he 
deemed it his duty to see that neither 
side to the struggle in Mexico should 
receive any assistance from this side 
of the border and that the export of all 
arms and munitions to Mexico would 
be forbidden. But in February, 1914, 
the embargo was lifted. In April, 1914, 
the embargo was restored. In May, 
1914, it was explained that the embargo 
did not apply to American shipments 
through Mexican ports and ammunition 
for Carranza was subsequently landed 
at Tampico. In September, 1914, the 
embargo was lifted on exports across 
the border; thereupon military supplies 
reached both: Villa and Carranza. In 
October, 1915, an embargo was de- 
clared on all exports of arms except 
to the adherents of Carranza. There 
was an utter absence of consistent 
policy. 

“For a time we bestowed friendship 
on Villa. Ultimately we recognized 
Carranza, not on the ground that he 
had a constitutional government, but 
that it was a de facto government. 
The -complete failure to secure protec- 
tion to Americans citizens is shown ex- 
clusively in the note of the secretary of 
state of June 20, 1916, in which he thus 
described the conditions that have ob- 
tained during the past three years: 

"For three years the Mexican repub- 
lic has been torn with civil strife; the 
lives of Americans ana other aliens 
have been sacrificed; vast properties 
develaped by American capital and en- 
terprise have been destroyed or render- 
ed non-productive; bandits have been 
permitted to roam at will through the 
territory ,contiguous to the United 
States, and to seize without punishment 
or without effective attempt at punish- 
ment the property of Americans, while 
the lives of citizens of the United 
States who ventured to remain in Mex- 
ican territory or to return there to pro- 
tect their interests have been taken, in 
some cases barbarously, and the mur- 
derers have neither been apprehendd 
nor brought to justice. : : It 
would be tedious to recount instance 
after instance, outrage after outrage, 
atrocity after atrocity, to illustrate the 
true nature and extent of the wide- 
spread conditions of lawlessness and 
violence which have prevailed.’ 

“The Santa Ysabel massacre, the raid 
at Columbus, the bloodshed at Carrizal 

re fresh in your minds. After the Co- 
umbus raid we started a ‘punitive ex- 
pedition.” We sent a thin line on 
troops hundreds of miles into Mexico, 
between the lines of railway, neither 
of which we were allowed to use and 
which we did not feel at liberty to 
seize. We were refused permission to 
enter the towns. Though thus restrict- 
ed, the enterprise was still regarded by 
the Mexicans as a menace. Our troops 
faced hostile forces and it is not re- 
markable that our men fell at Carrizal. 
What other result could be expected? 
We were virtually ordered to withdraw, 


-and without accomplishing our purpose 


we have been withdrawing and we are 
now endeavoring to safeguard our own 
territory. The entire national guard 
has been taken frum their peaceful! em- 
ployment and hurried to the Mexican 

border. . 

“The administration was to seize and 
punish Villa for his outrage on our 
soil. It has not punished any one: we 
went in only to retire and future 
movements are apparently to be de- 
termined by a joint commission. 

“The nation has no policy of ag- 
gression toward Mexico. We have no 
desire for ahy part of her territory. We 
wish her to have peace, stability and 
“woe sg We should be ready to aid 
er in binding up her wounds, in re- 
lieving her from starvation and dis- 
tress, and in giving her in every 
practicable way the benefits of our 
disinterested friendship. The conduct 
of this administration has created dif- 
ficulties which we shall have to sur- 
mount. We shall have to overcome 
the antipathy needlessly created by 
that conduct and to develop genuine 
respect and confidence. We _ shall 
have to adopt a new policy, a policy 
of firmness and consistency through 
which alones we can promote an en- 
during friendship. We demand from 
Mexico the protection wf the lives and 
the property of our citizens and the 
security of our border from 
tions. Much will be gained 
is convinced that we contemplate no 
meddlesome interference with what 
does not concern us, but that we pro- 
pose to insist in a firm and candid 
manner upon the performance of in- 
ternational obligations. To a _ stable 
overnment. appropriately discharging 
ts international duties we should give 
ungrudging support. A _ short period 
of firm, consistent and friendly deal- 
ing will accomplish more than many 
years of vacillation. 


European War. 


“Maintenance of American rights: 
In this land of composite population 
drawing its strength from every race, 
the national security demands that 
there shall be no paltering with Ameri- 
can rights. The greater the danger 
of divisive influences, the greater is 
the necessity for the unifying force of 
a just, strong and patriotic position. 
We counkenance no covert policies, no 
intrigues, no secret schemes. We are 
unreservedly, devoutedly, whole-heart- 
edly for the United States. That is 
the rallying point for all Americans. 
That is my position. I1 stand for the 
unflinching maintenance of all Ameri- 
can rights on land and sea. 

“We have had a clear and definite 
mission as a great neutral nation. It 
was for us to maintain the integrity of 
international law; to vindicate our 
rights as neutrals; to protect the lives 
of our citizens, their property and 
trade from wrongful agp. Putting 
aside any question as to the highest 
possibilities of moral leadership in the 
maintenance and vindication of the 
law of nations in cunnection with the 
European war, at least we were en- 
titled to the safeguarding of American 
rights. But this has not been secured. 
We have had brave words in a series 
of notes, but despite our protests the 
lives of Americans have been destroy- 
ed. What does it avail to use some 
of the strongest words known to diplo- 
macy 
impression that the words are not to 
be taken seriously? It is not words, 
but the strength and resolution be- 
hind the words that count. The chief 
function of diplomacy is prevention, 
but in this war diplomacy failed, 
because of its impaired 
credit and the manifest lack of dispo- 
sition to back words with action. Had 
this govermment by the use of both 
informal and formal diplomatic oppor- 
tunities left no doubt when we said 
‘strict accountability’ we meant pre- 
cisely what we said, and that we 
should unhesitatingly vindicate that 
position, I am confident that there 
would have been no destruction of 
American lives by the sinking of the 
Lusitania. There we had ample no- 
tice; in fact. published notice. 

“Furthermore, we knew the situation 
and we did not require specific notice. 
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we needed the straight, direct and de- 
cisive representations which every dip- 
lomat and foreign office would under- 
stand. I believe that in this way we 
should have been spared the repeated 
assaults on American lives. Moreover, 
a firm American policy would have 
been strongly supported by our people 
and the opportunities for the develop- 
ment of bitter feeling would have been 
vastly reduced. 


Weakens Source of Danger. 

“It is ‘a great mistake to say that 
resoluteness in protecting American 
rights would have led us to war. Rath- 
er in that course lay the best assur- 
ance of peace. Weakteas and indeci- 
sion in the maintenance of known rights 
are always sources of grave danger: 
they forfeit respect and invite serious 
wrongs, which in turn create an uncon- 
trollable popular resentment; that is 
not the path of national security. Not 
only have we a host of resources short 
of war by which to enforce our just 
but we shall never promote 
our peace by being stronger in words 
than in deeds. We should not have 
found it difficult to maintain peace, but 
we should have maintained peace with 
honor. During this critical period the 
only danger of war has lain in the 
weak course of the administration. 

“I do not put life and property on 
the same footing, but the administra- 
tion has not only been remiss with re- 
spect to the protection of American 
lives; it has been remiss with respect 
to the protection of American property 
and American commerce. It has been 
too much disposed to be content with 
leisurely discussion. I cannot now 
undertake to review the course of 
events, but it is entirely clear that we 


failed to use the resources at our com- | 


mand to prevent injurious action, and 
that we suffered in consequence. 

“We have no ulterior purposes and 
the administration should have known 
how to secure the entire protection of 
every legitimate American interest and 
the prompt recognition of our just de- 
mands as a neutral nation. ° 

“We denounce all plots and conspira- 
cies in the interest of any foreign na- 
tion. Utterly intolerable is the use of 
Soil for alien’ intrigues. Every 
American must unreservedly condemn 
them, and support every effort for their 
Suppression. But here, also, prompt, 
vigorous and adequate measures on the 
part of the administration were need- 
ed. There should have been no hesi- 
tation; no notion that it was wise and 
polite to delay. Such an abuse of our 
territory demanded immediate and 
thorough-going action. 

“As soon as the administration had 
notice of plots and conspiracies it was 
its duty to stop them. It was not lack- 
ing in resources. Its responsibility for 
their continuance cannot be escaped 
by the condemnation of others. 

Preparedness, 

“We are a peace-loving people, but 
we live in a world of arms. We have 
no thought of aggression and we de- 
sire to pursue our democratic ideals 
without the wastes of strife. So de- 
voted are we to these ideals, so intent 
upon our normal development that I do 
not believe that there is the slightest 
danger of militarism in this country. 
Adeyuate preparedness is not militar- 
ism. It js the essential assurance of se- 
curity. It jis a necessary safeguard of 
peace. 

“It is apparent that we are shock- 
ingly unprepared. There is no room for 
controversy on this point since the ob- 
ject lesson on the Mexican border. All 
Our available regular troops (less, I 
believe, than 40,000) are there or in 
Mexico, and as these have been deem- 
ed insufficient the entire national guard 
has been ordered out; that is, we are 
summoning practically all our movable 
military forces in order to prevent ban- 
dit incursions. In view of the warn- 
ings of the past three years, it is inex- 
cusable that we ehould find ourselves 
in this plight. For our faithful guards- 
men, who, with a fine patriotism, re- 
sponded to this call and are bearing 
this burden, I have nothing but praise. 
But I] think it little short of absurd 
that we should be compelled to call 
men from their shops, their factories, 
their offices and their professions for 
such a purpose. This, ho'!wever, is not 
all. The units of the national guard 
were at peace strength, which was only 
about one-half the required strength. 
It was necessary to bring in recruits, 
for the most part raw and untrained, 
Only a small percentage of the regi- 
ments recruited up to war strength 
will have had even a year's training in 
thé national guard, which, at the maxi- 
mura, means one hundred hours of mili- 
tary drill, and, on the average, means 
much less. Take the eastern depart- 
ment as an illustration. The states in 
this department contain about 2 per 
cent of the entire organized militia of 
the country. I was informed by com- 
petent authority that the quota of mi- 
litia from this department § recently 
summoned with the units raised to war 
strength as required would amount to 
about 131,000 men; that in response to 
this call there are now en route to or 
on the border about 54,000 men, and in 
camp in their respective. states about 
28.000 men; and thus, after what has 
already been accomplished, there still 
remain to be supplied in recruits about 
48,000 men. Men fresh from their peace- 
ful employment and physically unpre- 
pared have been hurried to the border 
for actual service. They were with- 
without neces- 
sary supplies, suitable conditions of 
transportation were not provided. Men 


‘with dependent families were sent, and 


conditions which should have been well 
known, were discovered after the event. 
And. yet the exigency, comparatively 
speaking, was not a very grave one. It 
involved nothing that could not readily 
have been forseen during the past three 
years of disturbance, and required only 
a modest talent for organization. That 
this administration while pursuing its 
course in Mexico should have permit- 
ted such conditions to exist is almost 
incredible. 
Administration Has Followed. 


“In the demand for reasonable pre- 
varedness the administration has fol- 
owed, not led. Those who demanded 
more adequate forces were first de- 
acribed as ‘nervous and excited.’ Only 
about a year and a half ago we were 
told that the question of preparedness 
was not a pressing one; that the coun- 
try had been misinformed. Later, un- 
der the pressure of other leadership, 
this attitude was changed. The ad- 
ministration, it was said, had ‘learned 
something,’ and it made a belated de- 
mand for an increased army. Even 
then the demand was not prosecuted 
consistently and 
on congress without respect to other 
administrative measures was notably 
absent. The president addressed con- 
gress but little over six months ago, 
presenting the plans for the war de- 
partment, and congress was formally 
urged to sanction these plans as ‘the 
essential first steps.’ ‘They contem- 
plated an increase of the standing 
forces of the regular army from its 
then strength of 5,023 officers and 102,- 
985 enlisted men, to a strength of 7,136 
officers and 134,707 enlisted men, or 
141,843 all told. It was said that these 
additions were ‘necessary to render the 
army adequate for its present duties.’ 
Further, it was proposed that the army 
should be supplemented by a force of 
400,000 disciptined citizens raised in 
increments of 133,000 a year, through a 
period of three years. At least so 
much ‘by way of preparation for de- 
fense’ seemed to the president to be 
‘absolutely imperative now.’ 
"We cannot do less.’ But within two 
months tiis program was abandoned 
and the able secretary of war who had 
devoted himself persistently to this 
important question, felt so keénly the 
change in policy that he resigned from 
the cabinet. Now, the army organiza- 
tion bill provides for an army on paper 
of 178,000, but in fact it provides for 
only 105,000 enlisted men for the line 


of the regular army for the fiscal year ' 


ending June 30, 1917, and I am informed 
that for the next fiscal year there will 
be an increase of only 15,000. The plan 
for the supplemental federal army 
completely under federal control was 
given up. 
revealed by the present mobilization 
are due to the ‘system.’ But it was 
precisely such plain defects that under 
the constant warning of recent years 
the whole world intent on mili- 
tary concerns should have been studied 
and rectified. The administration has 
failed to discharge its responsibilities. 


Apparently it is now seeking to meet |

Adequate Defense Demanded. 


“We demand adequate national de- 
fense; adequate protection on both our 
western and eastern coasts. 
efficiency in 


both arms of the service. It seems to 


be plain that our regular army 1s too’ 


small. We are too great a country to 
require our citizens who are engaged 
in peaceful vocations the sort of mili- 
tary service to which they are 


called. As well insist that our citizens’ publican part 
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now | show its ineffective character. 


out fires and police the streets. We 
do not count it inconsistent with our 
liberties, or with our democratic 
ideals, to have an adequate police force. 
With a population of nearly one hun- 
dred million we need to be sure of our- 
selves than to become alarmed at the 
prospect of. having a regular army 
which can reasonably protect our bor- 
der and perform such other military 
service as may be required in the ab- 
sence of a grave emergency. I believe, 
further, that there should be not only 
a reasonable increase in the regular 
army, but that the first citizen reserve 
| subject to call should-be enlisted as a 
, federal army and trained under federal 
authority. 

“The country demands that our mili- 

,tary and naval programs shall be car- 
| ried out in a business-like manner 
under the most competent administra- 
itive heads; that we shall have an up- 
to-date preparation; that the moneys 
appropriated shall be properly expend- 
ed. We should also have careful plans 
| for mobilizing our industrial resources: 
for promoting research and utilizing 
ithe investigations of science. And a 
policy of adequate preparedness must 
constantly have in view the necessity 
of conserving our fundamental human 
interests; of promoting the physical 
well-being of our population, as well 
as education and training; of develop- 
ing to the utmost our _ economic 
strength and independence. It must be 
based upon a profound sense of our 
unity and democratic obligation. It 
must not mean the abandonment of 
other essential governmental work, but 
that we shall have in both, efficiency, 
and, in neither, waste or extravagance. 
, We should also be solicitous, by wise 
- provision and conference, to remove 80 
far as possible the causes of irritation 
which may in any degree threaten 
friendly relations. In our proposals 
there is, I repeat, no militarism. There 
is simple insistence upon common sense 
in providing reasonable measures of 
security and avoiding the perils of 
neglect. We must have the strength 
of self-respect; a strength which con- 
tains no threat, but assures our de- 
fense, safeguards our. rights and con- 
serves our peace. 


The Organisation of Peace. 


“We are deeply interested in what 
I may term the organization of peace. 
We cherish no illusions. We know that 
the recurrence of war is not to be pre- 
vented by pious wishes. If the con- 
flict of national interests is not to be 
brought to the final test of force there 
must be tne development of interna- 
tional organization in order to provide 
international justice and to safeguard 
so far as practicable the peace of the 
world. 

“Arbitration treaties are useful with- 
in their proper sphere, but it is worse 
than folly to ignore the limitations of 
this remedy, or to regard such treaties 
as an adequate means of preventing 
war. There should be an international 
tribunal to decide controversies sus- 
ceptible of judicial determination, thus 
affording the advantage of judicial 
standards in the settlement of particu- 
lar disputes and of the gradual growth 
of a body of judicial precedents. In 
emphasizing the desirability of such a 
tribunal for the disposition of contro- 
versies of ajustifiable sort, it must not 
be overlooked that there are also legis- 
lative needs. We need conferences of 
the nations to formulate international 
rules, to establish principles to modify 
and extend international law so as to 
adapt it to new conditions, to remove 
causes of international differences. We 
need to develop the instrumentalities of 
conciliation. And behind this inter- 
fnational organization, if it is to be ef- 
fective, must be the co-operation of the 
nations to prévent resort to hostilities 
before the appropriate agencies of 
peaceful settlement have been utilized. 
If the peace of the world is to be 
maintained, must be through the 
preventive power of a common purpose. 
Without this, will still remain not 
only possible, ut practicable to dis- 
regard internatidOnal obligations, to 
override the rights of states, particu- 
larly of small stgtes, to ignore princi- 
ples, to violate And it is only 
through co-operation 
giving a reasonable assurance of peace 
that we may hope for the limitation of 
armaments. It is to be expected that 
nations will continue to arm in defense 
of their respective interests, as they 
are conceived, and nothing will avail 
to diminish this burden save some 
practical guaranty of international or- 
der. We, in this country, can and should 
maintain oug fortunate freedom from 
entanglemerts with interests and poli- 
cies which do not concern us. But there 
is no national isolation in the world of 
the twentieth century. If at the close 
of the present war the nations are 
ready to undertake practicable meas- 
ures in the common interest in order 
to secure international justice we can- 
not fail to recognize our international 
duty. The peace of the world is our 
interest, as well as the interest of oth- 
ers, and in developing the necessary 
agenties for the prevention of war we 
shall be glad to have an appropriate 
share. And our preparedness will have 
proper relation to this end as well as 
to our own immediate security. 
Industry and Trade, a Fool's Paradise. 

“When we contemplate industrial and 
commercial conditions we see that we 
are living in a fool's paradise. 

“The temporary prosperity to which 
our opponents point has been created 
by the abnormal conditions incident to 
the war. With the end of the war 
there will be the new conditions de- 
termined by a new Europe. Millions 
of men in the trenches will then re- 
turn to work. The energies of each of 
the now belligerent nations, highly 
trained, will then be turned to produc- 
tion. These are days of terrible dis- 
cipline for the nations at war, but it 
must not ‘be forgotten that each is de- 
veloping a national solidarity, a knowl- 
edge of method, a realization of ca- 
pacity hitherto unapproached. In each 
the lessons of co-operation now being 
learned will never be forgotten. Fric- 
tion and waste have been reduced to a 
minimum; labor and capital have a bet- 
ter understanding, business organiza- 
tion is more highly developed and more 
intelligently directed than ever before. 
We see in each of these nations a mar- 
vellous national efficiency. Let it not 
be supposed that this efficiency will 
not count when Europe, once at peace, 
pushes its productive powers to the ut- 
must limit. 

“On the other hand, in this country, 
with the stoppage of the manufacture 
of munitions, a host of men will be 
turned out of employment. We must 
meet the most severe competition in 
industry. We are undisciplined, defec- 
tive in organization, loosely Knit, in- 
dustrially unprepared. 

“Our opponents promised to reduce 
the cost of living. This they have fail- 
ed to do; but they did reduce the op- 
portunities of making a living. Let 
us not forget the conditions that ex- 
isted in this country under the new 
tariff prior to the outbreak of the 
; war. Production had decreased, busi- 
ness was languishing, new enterprises 
were not undertaken, instead of expan- 
sion there was curtailment, and our 
‘etreets were filled with the unemploy- 
ed. It was estimated that in the city 
of New York over 300,000 meet of 
work. Throughout the coun the 
jobless demanded relief. The labor 
commissioners of many states, and our 
municipal administrations, devoted 
themselves to the problem of employ- 
ment, while the resources of our vol- 
untary charitable organizations were 
most severely taxed. What ground is 
there for expecting better conditions 
when the unhealthy stimulus of the 
war has spent its force and our induas- 
tries and working men are exposed to 
the competition of an energized Eu- 


rope? 
Must Have Protective Policies. 


“It is plain that we must have pro- 
tective, upbuilding policies. It is idle 
to look for relief to the democratic 
party, which as late as 1912 declared in 
its platform that it was ‘a fundamental 
principle of the democratic party that 
the federal government under the con- 
stitution had no right or power to im- 
pose or collect tariff duties except for 
the purpose of revenue. We are told in 
its present platform that there have 
been ‘momentous changes’ in the past 
/two years, and hence, repudiating its 
.former attitude, the democratic part 
now declares for a ‘non-partisan tari 
commission.’ But have the ‘momentous 
changes’ incident to the European war 
changed the constitution of the United 
States? Is it proposed to use a tariff 
commission to frame a tariff for reve- 
nue only? Is the opposing party ready 
to confess that for generations it has 
misread the constitution? that party 
now prepared to accept th® protectiv 
principle? Rather, so far as the tarif 
{is concerned, it would appear to be 
without principle. Witness its action 
i; in connection with the sugar duties, its 
‘reaffirmation of the doctrine of a rev- 
'enue tariff, its dyestuff proposal and

“This national end may be accom- 
plished withoug the sacrifice of any in- 
terest that is essentially local, or with- 
out weakening public control. Our 
present system is crude and inade- 
quate. Moreover, in the severe eco- 
nomic struggle thatis before us and in 
seeking, as we should, to promote our 
productive industries and .to expand 
our commerce—notably our foreign 
commerce—we shall require the most 
efficient organization, quite as effi- 
cient as that foundin any nation abroad. 
There must be no unnecessary wastes 
and no arbitrary obstructions. We 
have determined to cut out, root and 
branch, monopolistic practices, but we 
can do this without hobbling enter- 
prise or narrowing the scope of legiti- 
mate achievement. Again, we must 
build up our merchant marine. It will 
not aid to put the government into 
competition with private owners. That, 
it seems to me, is a counsel of folly. 
A surer way of destroying the promise 
of our foreign trade could hardly be 
devised. It has well been asked, ‘Does 
the- government intend to operate at a 
profit or at a loss” We need the en- 
couragement and protection of govern- 
ment for our shipping industry, but it 
cannot afford to have the government 
as a competitor. 


Labor. 


“We stand for the 
the jusx interests of labor. We do not 
desire production or trade, or effici- 
ency in either, for its own sake, but 
for the betterment of the lives of hu- 
man beings. We shall not have any 
lasting industrial prosperity unless we 
buttress our industrial endeavors by 
adequate means for the protection of 
health, for the elimination of unneces- 
sary perils to life and limb; for the 
safeguarding of our future through 
proper laws for protection of women 
and children in industry; for increas- 
ing opportunities for education and 
training. We should be solicitous, in- 
quire carefully into every grievance, 
remembering that ahere are few dis- 
utes which cannot easily be adjusted 
f there be an impartial examination 
of the facts. We make common cause 
in this country, not a few, but all, and 
our watch word must be co-operation, 
not exploitation. No plans will be 
adequate save as they are instinct 
with genuine democratic sympathy. 

“I stand for adequate federal work- 
men’s compensation laws, dealing not 
only with the employees of govern- 
ment, but with those employees who 
are engaged -in interstate commerce 
and are subject to the hazard of injury, 
so that activities which are within 
the sphere of the constitutional au- 
thority of congress may be dealt with 
under a suitable law. 


Agriculture—Conservation. 


“We propose to promote by every 
practicable means our agriculture in- 
terests, and we include in this program 
an effective system of rural credits. 
| We favor the wise conservation of our 
natural resources. We desire not only 
that they shall be safeguarded, but that 
they shall be adequately developed and 
used to the utmost public advantage. 


National Trusteeship—The Philippines. 


“We turn to other considerations of 
important, policy. One of these is our 
attitude teward the Philippines. That 
I may say W_not a question of self- 
interest. We have assumed interna- 
tional obligations which we should not 
permit ourselves to evade. A breach of 
trust is not an admissible American 
policy, though our opponents have 
seemed to consider it such. We should 
administer government in the Philip- 
pines with a full recognition of our 
international duty, without partisan- 
ship, with the aim of maintaining the 
highest standards of expert adminis- 
tration and in the interest of the Phil- 
ippines. This is a matter of national 
honor. 
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Woman Suffrage. 


‘I indorse the declaration tn the 
latform in favor of woman suffrage. 

do not consider it necessary to re- 
view the arguments usually advanced 
on the one side or the other, as my 
convictions proceed from a somewhat 
different point of view. Some time ago 
a consideration of our economic con- 
ditions and tendencies, of the _  posi- 
tion of women in gainful occupations, 
of the nature and course of the de- 
mand, led me to the conclusion that the 
granting of suffrage to women is in- 
evitable. Opposition may delay, but 
in my judgment cannot defeat this 
movement. Nor can I see any advan- 
taze in the delay which can possibly 
offset the disadvantages which are nec- 
essarily incident to the continued agi- 
tation.

Administrative Efficiency. 


“Confronting every effort to improve 
conditions is the menace of incompetent 
administration. It is an extraordinary 
notion that democracy. can be faithful- 
ly served by inexpertness. Democrac 
needs exact knowledge, special skill 
and thorough training in its servants. 
I have already spoken of the disregard 
of proper standards, in numerous in- 
stances, in. appointments to the diplo- 
matic service. Unfortunately there has 
been a similar disregard of executive 
responsibility in appointments to im- 
portant administrative positions in our 
» domestic service. Even with respect to 
technical bureaus the demands of sci- 
ence-have been compelled to yield to 
the demands of politics. 

“We have erected against opportun- 
ties of spoilsmen the barriers of thé 
civil service laws,.but under the pres- 
ent administration enactments provid- 
ing for the creation of large numbers 
ot places have been deliberately re- 
moved from the merit system. The 
principles of our civil service laws have 
been shamelessly violated. We stand 
for fidelity to these principles and their 
consistent application. And, further, 
it is our purpose that administrative 
chiefs shail be men of special com- 
petence eminently qualified for their 
important work. 

“Our opponents promised economy, 
but they have shown a reckless ex- 
travagance. They have been wasteful 
and profligate. It is time that we had 
fiscal reform. We demand a simple busi- 
nesslike budget. I believe it is only 
through a responsible budget proposed 
by the executive that we shall avoid 
financial waste and secure proper ad- 
ministrative efficiency, and a well-bal- 
anced consideration of new administra- 
tive proposals. 

“We live in a fateful hour. In a 
true sense the contest for the preserva- 
tion of the nation is never ended. We 
must still be imbued with the spirit of 
heroic sacrifice which gave us. our 
country and brought us safely through 
the days of civil war. We renew our 
pledge to the ancient ideals of individ- 
ual liberty, of opportunity denied to 
none because of race or creed, of un- 
swerving loyalty. We have a vision of 
America prepared and secure; strong 
and just; equal to her tasks; an exem- 
plar of the capacity and efficien of 
a free people. I indorse the platform 
adopted by the convention and accept 
its nomination.”

1916 Still 4.44 Inches Behind 
1915, Says Weather 
Man. 


‘Despite the heavy rainfall of July 
we are still 4.44 inches behind the 
record for the first seven months of 
last year,” said C. F. von Herrmann, 
weather forecaster for this district, 
yesterday. “The average person would 
think ‘we had had enough wet weather 
to make up for any deficit, but this is 
not the fact, and we will have to have 
another rainy spell to catch up with 
the records of last year.” 
®The official report for — shows 
that 10.85 inches of rain fell during 
the month. July of last year ‘was com- 
paratively dry, as only 3.22 inches fell 
during that period. The official fig- 
ures for July, 1914, are 3.66 inches. July 
of this year shows an increase of 7.53 
inches over July of last year. Official 
figures show normal rainfall for July to 


be 4.73 inches. 

With the exception of July, the first 
seven months of this year have been 
unusually dry. March and April were 
especially dry, with 1.84 and 1.51 as the 
figures of precipitation for these 
months. 

The greatest amount of rain a 
July fel] on July 7 and 8 when 3.8 
inches of rain fell during 2# hours. 
During the month of July Atlanta was 
visited by no less than 20 distinct and 
separate thunderstorms. This breaks 
a record for Atlanta as shown by the 
records. 

While the greatest portion of the 
country was sweltering during the 
past month from excessive heat, Atlan- 
ta was cool, thanks to the rainfall. The 
records show than July, 1916, was the 
coolest that has occurred in Atlanta 
since the weather station was estab- 
lished. The temperature was below 90 
degrees every day in the month with 
the exception of three days. One day 
in the month the mercury climbed to 
93 degrees. This compared with July 
of last year shows July, 1916, to have 
averaged many degrees cooler. 

Fair Weather Today. 


The weather man promised “fair 
weather” for today—the lst of August. 
Coupled with the “fair weather’ is the 
promise of warmer temperatures for 
Atlanta and immediate vicinity. A long 
dry hot spell is promised for August. 

The highest recorded temperature on 
Monday was 84 degrees. The mercury 
today will hit the 90 mark and may go 
above, according to the advance notices 
of the weather man.

RUSSIANS PRES 


NEARER TO KOVEL 


_Czar’s Forces Cross Stokhod 
River on a Wide Stretch. 
Entire Regiment Taken by 


Russians. 


London, July 31.—Russian troops ad- 
VWancing toward Kovel have 
the Stdkhod river along the ‘whole 
stretch between the Sarny-Kovel and 
the Kovel-Rojitcvhe railroads, accord- 
ing to Reuter’s Petrograd correspond- 
ent. 

General Letchitzky, whose operations 
were suspended by the Dniester floods, 
is moving again and working toward 
Stanislau, another important railway 
center. 


‘TEUTONS PRESSED 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, July 31.—(Via London.)— 
In the region of Brody, on the Volhy- 
nia and Galician frontier, Russian 
troops are pursuing the Austro-Ger- 
man armies, it was officially announc- 
ed here today and have reached the 
Rivers Graberki and Sereth. 

The statement says: 

“In the region northeast and south- 
east of Baranovichi, a fierce artillery 
duel is taking place. 

“Enemy. aeroplanes dropped bombs 
en the stations at Zamire and Isia- 
élav. 

“On the River Stokhod our forces 
fighting there went forward. At one 
of the bends in this river in the course 
of our attack we have taken among 
other prisoners the entire Thirty-first 
Honved regiment with the regimental 
commander and his entire staff. 

“At other places on the Stokhod we 
took 21 officers and 914 rank and file 
and four machine guns. In the direc- 
tion of Kovei fierce fighting con- 
tinues. 

“In the Brody area we are pursuing 
the enemy and have reached the Riv- 
ers Graberki and Sereth. 

“Caucasus: In the -region. of. Erzin- 
gan our troops made a further advance. 
A Turkish attack in the region of 
Disygiaver, in the direction of Mosul, 
was repulsed.” 

' The official communication 
this evening says: 

“On the stokhog our forward march 
continues. At certain points the ene- 
my is employing gusts of fire. 

“In the course of 
«Colonel Kanzeroff, a brave regimental 
commander and Knight of the Order

“In the direction of Brody the ene- 
my bombarded with heavy artillery the 
town of Brody and the crossings of 
the River Boldurovka.

RUSSIANS REPULSED, 
ACCORDING TO BERLIN. 


Berlin, July 31.—(Via London.)— 
Strong Russian assaults in mass forma- 
tion against the troops of General von 
Linsingen were repulsed with the heav- 
iest losses to the attackers, said the 
section of the German official! state- 
ment today dealing with .the eastern 
front. The Germans captured 1,889 
Russians

“Eastern theater: In the vicinity of 
Friedrichstadt Russian reéeconnoitering 
detachments were repulsed.

“In the battles in the iast few days 
our aeroplane squadrons inflicted con- 
siderable damage on the enemy by at- 
tacks on’ shelters, marching and 
bivouacing troops and on lines of com- 
munication in the rear.

The binding resolution, the first of 
that nature imposed by a democratic 
caucus for several vears, was put 
through by party leaders to whip in 
line a group of southern senators who 
had announced they would support an 
effort to saddle the child labor bill, 
which they oppose, with an immigra- 
tion rider, including the obnoxious lit- 
eracy test section, in the hope that 
President Wilson would veto it.

Senator Attacks the Republi- 
cans for Raiding U. S. 
Supreme Court. 


Washington, July 31.—In a speech to- 
day on the Thomas constitutional 
amendment to make federal judges in- 
eligible to any elective office, Senator 
Walsh, democrat, declared that former 
Justice Hughes was nominated for the 
presidency by the republicans “to save 
his party, not to save the country,” 


ever had been aimed at the federal Ju- 
dicial system. 

Senator Walsn said it was appropri- 
ate to defer action on the proposed 
amendment until a calmer time, 
that the election in Nuvember would 
Serve as a relerenaum on tne princi-

‘A aeparture from the salutary rule 
in consequence of which no justice of 
the supreme court has ever until now 
become the candidate for any party for 
ths office of president,” said Senator 
Walsh, “can be justified only in some 
crisis involving the national life, 
when possibly the state ot public mor- 
als should. become so corrupt that, as 
a brilliant writer puts it, a Papinian 
or an Ulpian at the helm of state may 
be the only choice as against a Nero 
or a Caracalla. 7 

“What condition calls for a disregard 
of it in the present exigency? What 
radical change is demanded in order to 
preserve the country or its institutions 
from impending collapse of ruthless de- 
struction? From what quarter is our 
independence threatened?” 

Senator Walsh said that it was only 
just to assume that Justice Hughes 
nomination came to him unsought and 
“that he had no hand in the well-or- 
dered pre-convention campaign that 
was conducted in his behalf,” but that 
“his success in the election would ex- 
cite hopes in the breasts of men less 
rigidly scrupulous and it would, as a 
practical matter, but impossible to dif- 
ferentiate between the man who had 


lent and the man who had actively con- 
nived at efforts to secure his nomina- 
tion.” 

Mr. Townsend, of Michigan, spoke in 
reply. “It is a compliment to Mr. 
Hughes that no one has raised any 
other issue against him,” ,jhe said. “He 
has never pandered to classes or to pub- 
lic sentiment, but’ has adhered to his 
duty as he saw it."" He was chosen to 
lead his party against the opposition 
of the so-called politicians.

Washington, July 31.—Conferences on 
the naval appropriation bill were post- 
poned today until Wednesday so house 
conferees might seek the advice of navy 
bureau heads on tine additions to per- 
sonnel and new promotion system pro- 
vided for in senate amendments.

instead of by seniority. 

Surgeon General Braisted stated that 
several junior rear admirals, one for 
Lassignment upon each coast, were need- 
ed in the medical corps. Increased 
wank and pay for naval constructors, 
provided for in senate .amendments, 
were indcised by Rear Admiral Taylor, 
chief of construction and repair. He 
said the navy had difficulty in hold- 
ing constructors ‘because of higher 
salaries prevailing in private employ- 
ment. Three resigned last year and 
five zougit to do so this year. he said, 
but Secretary Daniels refused to release 
them. 

Chaplains should not be given the 
rank of rear admiral, as stipulated in 
a senate amendment,-Rear Admiral Blue 
declared, unless that grade is also ac- 
corded members of the medical, civil 
engineering and other corps.

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UNRAVEL THE MYSTERY. 

If ever the Atlanta detective department 
had a case upon which to exercise its in- 
genuity and its ferreting powers, and to 
demonstrate its capacity for service, it is 
presented in the strange and mysterious 
murder of 18-year-old John Wurm, the most 
unaccountable crime, perhaps, Atlanta has 
witnessed the last decade. 

Coming from a pioneer Atlanta family, 
known and respected here for half a cen- 
tury, and embodying in his young manhood 
the best characteristics of that family, noted 
for its integrity and good citizenship, the 
mystery thickens as one searches for a 
-yeasonable clue. 

Relatives, friends, acquaintances, all are 

baffled when they come to search for mo- 
“tive, the thing which the detective depart- 
‘ment first must find. Motive for murder is 
gought in two principal directions, conduct 
which would prompt revenge or robbery. 

The character of the young man, his 
aplendid family connections, and the fine 
reputation which he bore, would ‘seem to 
@ismiss from consideration the first of these; 
the simple position he held, that of night 
watchman and timekeeper at the steel plant, 
makes the other wholly improbable. 

Without the custody of money of valu- 

ables to excite cupidity, and without malice 
to excite the ill will of any enemy, the mind 
despairs as it ponders upon a mystery that 
grows deeper as each phase of it is con- 
templated. 
; But there is a reason, nevertheless, why 
John Wurm was killed, even though it be 
mo more than an act of drunken frenzy on 
the part of his slayer who sought to hide 
his crime by consigning the body to the 
Chattahoochee river. 

What was it? There is a pretty problem 
for Atlanta’s detective department to solve; 
not that it will bring any material comfort 
to relatives and friends of the young man 
whose life is beyond recall, but as a source 
of satisfaction to a community which would 
like to see the guilty brought to justice. 

It has been said the criminal always 

leaves a clue, something by which he may 
be identified, traced, discovered, confronted 
and convicted. The difficult part of the 
process is to find that something and fit 
it in with the details of the crime. 
_ All Atlanta will continue to hope there 
will be neither delay nor difficulty in that 
discovery in the case of John Wurm. It 
will be a source of genuine communif€? 
satisfaction if his wanton slayer is brought 
to the bar and made to suffer the penalty 
tor his crime. 


‘ GEORGIA’S SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Georgia's common school system owes a 
debt of gratitude to M. L. Brittain, state 
superintendent of schools, for the splendid 
‘growth and development it has experienced 
within the last few years. 

In taking charge of the public school 

system of the state Mr. Brittain had no 
more advantages or opportunities than his 
predecessors. He has had to deal with the 
game scant appropriations and with the 
game adverse conditiong which have sur- 
rounded every incumbent of the office for 
the last -quarter of a century. 
_ The difference between Mr. Brittain and 
some of his predecessors ig that he has 
looked upon the advancement of education 
throughout the state as his life work and 
has considered his position as state superin- 
tendent of schools merely as a means to an 
end, and not purely as a political office. 

It ig because Mr. Britain has viewed the 
-school situation in this larger aspect that 
he has made the success he has; and it is 
for thig reason, too, that his splendid work 
has brought to him the imous indorse- 
ment and support of coun

ture, manuals and pamphlets prepared for 
the guidance and assistance of the teachers 
of the state have been accorded the highest

been of material value to the schools in 
other directions than that of supplying them 
with new work and new lines of thought. 
He has shown himself particularly adapted 
for attention to the legal phase of school 
work, since his opinions and decisions in 
connection with school matters have always 
been approved by superior and supreme 
courts and by the state board of education. 
This is said to have been the first time in 
its history that the state has had a school 
superintendent who has uniformly and 
soundly tracked the law in the administra- 
tion of the system. 

Indicative of the fact that Superintend- 
ent Brittain has looked to statewide educa- 
tion as his life work, it is called to mind that 
when the public school system of the city 
of Atlanta on one occasion, and a‘ well: 
known college on another, offered him a 
substantial increase of salary, he refused 
both offers. 

Some of the progressive school laws 
enacted in the last five years which were 
worked out and prepared by: Superintendent 
Brittain himself include annual audits of 
school funds in every city and county; pro- 
vision for consolidation of schools; pro- 
vision for transportation of children; train- 
ed supervisors for instructing teachers and, 
finally, the new compulsory education law 
now about to be enacted. 

For the good of Georgia and her school 
system, he should be retained in this office 
by the people in the coming state primary. 


A GIGANTIC PROBLEM. 

Newspaper reports indicate that Presi- 
dent Wilson has taken under serious con- 
sideration and is giving his careful atten- 
tion to the possible strike of railway train- 
men and other railroad employees, now 
threatened as the result of a conflict over 
the proposed eight-hour rule for the opera- 
tion of trains. 

Report has it that the president has al- 
ready begun a careful and detailed study 
of the situation in advance-of final action 
by the railway trainmen, with a view to 
determining whether it is possible to har- 
monize the conflicting interests by arbitra- 
tion or some process akin to it. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that these 
reports are correct. There is, perhaps, no 
one better qualified to take hold of and 
work out to some satisfactory solution this 
problem, which now threatens disaster to 
the entire country, than President Wilson. 

At ‘the same time, it must be recognized 
and admitted that in making the effort he 
has on hand, perhaps, the largest problem 
of his administration. It is bigger and more 
complicated than the Mexican question, 
bigger, perhaps, than anything he has yet 
had to deal with. 

The people of the United States have 
not yet come to realize what a railroad 
strike throughout the entire country would 
mean. The recent floods which tied up 
traffic here and there, and made some few 
places uninhabitable, were but child’s play 
in comparison. It is daily railroad traffic 
that keeps communities in food and clothing 
and other supplies from one 24 hours to 
another. To shut it off the country over 
would mean conditions almost comparable 
to the horrors of general devastating war: 
fare. 

The railroads and their employees have 
as yet reached no agreement. Solution of 
the problem; therefore, and the presegvation 
of the country from the terrors of a general 
traffic tie-up, seem to depend upon some 
outside agency, one wholly separate a 
apart from the railroads on the one han 
and the labor organizations on the other. \ 


It is a situation which must tax the’ 


ability and the keenest powers of the na- 
tion’s best diplomat. 
can take hold of this question and work out 
a satisfactory solution, he will merit and 
win the most cordial approval of conserva- 
tive business men the country over, regard- 
less of politics, who would seriously deplore 
such a devastating strike of the railroad 
forces. 

Such a tie-up of traffic for even a brief 
period would be intolerable. There should 
be some means of averting it in fairness 
and justice to all interests involved. If any 
man can find that way, President Wilson 
can. Through his mediation, perhaps, there 
ig still hope of amicable solution.

GEORGIA TO FACE $400,000 DEFICIT — 


UNLESS STATE REVENUE IS INCREASED 


Unless the general assembly shall make 
effective legal machinery for increasing the 
state’s revenue-producing power, Georgia 
will face a treasury deficit of $400,000 on 
the first of January, 1917, if pending appro- 
priation bills shall be enacted, according to 
the report submitted yesterday by the senate 


and house joint committee appointed July 
21 to make a painstaking survey of the 
State’s financial status, present and pros- 
pective., 


The committee, of which John D. Walker, 
of the twentieth senatorial district, is chair- 
man, apparently left no stone unturned to 
get at the true state of affairs and its report 


by comprehensive document. It follows in 
ull: 


_ “To the General Assembly: The joint 
committee of the house and senate, appoint- 
ed under senate resolution No. 95, passed 
July 21, 1916, te consider the finances of 
the state and report back where the funds 
were coming from with which to meet in- 
creased appropriations if made at this ses- 
sion, beg to submit the following, viz.: 

1. In our opinion any appropriation made 
9y this general assembly will be in excess 
of the income of the state, and would there- 
fore be an increase in the present deficit. 

2. There are no unpaid outstanding 1915 
warrants of the state, nor any 1915 appro- 
priations unpaid, but there remained of the 
appropriations for 1915 unpaid January 1, 
1916, the sum of $2,257,367.73. 

Deficit of $206,000. 

“3. The comptroller general's report shows 
that if there are no appropriations made at 
this Session of the legislature there will be 
a deficit at the end of 1916 of $206,000 for 
the year, provided there is no decrease in 
the income of the state for 1916, as compared 
with 1916, and with a tax rate for 1916 of 
» mills, aS compared with 4.80 for 1915. 
(The income of the state has been lessened 
by about $200,000 by the act of the legisla- 
ture last November.) 

“4. We believe that $100,000 of the esti- 
mated deficit will be made up by January 1, 
1917, in an increased income from inheri- 
tance taxes, and increased taxable values, 
so that the state will only be behind about 
$100,000 for the year 1916, should no addi- 
tional appropriations be made. 

“). The legislature last. November made 
the largest appropriations in the history of 
the state-—-$6,500,000 for 1916, and about the 
same for 1917, of which more than $4,000,000 
annually was for public schools, high schools, 
colleges and pensions, but these appropria- 
tions were for maintenance purposes only. 

“6. We are now asked to appropriate the 
folowing sums: 

“State sanitarium for 
$200,000; one-half payable January 1, 1917, 
and the other later. 

“State Normal school, for needed build- 
ings, $100,000; one-half January 4, 1917, and 
the other later. 

“Georgia Normal! and Industrial college for 
needed buildings, $59,000; one-half payable 
January 1, 1917, and the other later. '

‘Making a total of approximately $450,000, 
which is to be used in providing needed in- 
creased facilities, except tne pensions ap- 
propriations, and which will be represented 
by buildings belonging to Georgia. 

“In addition to this sum «we are called 
upon for approximately $50.000 more to in- 
clude $25,000 for Parks’ Code of Georgia 
laws, which our people are the beneficiaries 
of, and sundry deficiency peeds. 

“If these appropriations are made they 
will add to the present deficiency of $100,000, 
making the total deficiency for 1917, on 
January 1, 1917, approximately $400,000, un- 
less the income of the state is greatly in- 
creased during 1916 and 1917 by tax income 
legislation or otherwise. 

“In addition to the above we are asked 
to appropriate $35,000 to pay the ordinaries 
of Georgia for handling pension papers for 
1915 and 1916, and there may be other minor 
requests made during the remaining days of 
this session. We are also notified that the 
pension department will need about $225,000 
more in 1917, due to increased pension ap- 
plications. 

“Your committee presents these figures 
and calls,your attention to same in order 
that you may have a clear understanding of 
the financial situation of Georgia at this 
time, and we might add that as all appro- 
priations, unless otherwise specified. are of 
the same dignity and must be paid when 
the funds are in the treasury, that any 
sum appropriated hy this legislature will 
eome ahead of 1916 appropriations made 
last November for maintenance purposes, if 
presented when due, for payment before 
those already made have been paid—should 
there be no condition imposed fixing the 
precedence or the order of payment. 


Constitution Provides Rate. 


“The constitution provides for a rate of 
tax not in excess of 5 mills, or $5. per 1,960, 
regardless of how much may be appro- 
priated, and if 5 mills tax does not yield suf- 
ficient income then appropriations in excess 
of the income at this rate would be un- 
provided for.

HERBERT MYRICK EXPLAINS 
FEDERAL LAND BANK PLAN 


The chamber of commerce hall was crowd- 
ed by prominent Atlanta business and finan- 
cial men last night, who eagerly listened 
to President Herbert Myrick, of the Orange 
Judd company, noted rural credit and farm 
development expert, expound the possible 
benefits of the recently enacted farm loan 
act by which the United States government 
makes it possible for farmers to 
money at low rates of interest with which to 
plant and harvest their crops. 

My Myrick was introduced by Charles J. 
Haden, president of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, under the auspices of which body 
Mr. Myrick has come to Georgia to deliver 
talks on the farm loan act in three separate 
cities, 

Mr. Haden referred to the speaker of the 
evening as the father of the farm loan act, 
as Mr. Myrick spent thirty years of his life 
trying to get this measure passed through 
congress. In honor of his work in this con- 
nection President Wilson presented Mr. My- 
rick with the pen with which he signed the 
farm loan bill.

“The farmer has long realized that he is 
entitled to legislation which would make it 
possible for him to do these things: 

“1. Upon long-time note, secured by a 
first mortgage upon farm, to obtain a loan 
up to 50¢per cent of the fair value of farm 
real estate. 

“2.. To get this money at a considerably 
lower rate of interest than has heretofore 
prevailed. 

“3. To have a chance to get the rate of 
interest down still more, when several farm 
borrowers have shown that he is so entitled 
to credit that lenders will gladly let him 
have the money at lower rates. 

“4. To pay a little something on the 
principal each six months, say not less than 
one-half of 1 per cent. 

‘5. The saving of interest upon the farm- 
ers gradually reducing principal to accrue 
to benefit so as to still further reduce debt. 

“6. This will enable borrower to pay off 
debt almost without feeling it. 

“7. The privilege of paying off debt still 
faster at any interest date, after five years. 

“8. The date so fixed that as long as 
modest semi-annual -payment is kept up, 
mortgage cannot be foreclosed. ’ 

“9. The privilege of having it run not 
less than five years nor more than 40 years, 
so that it can be paid off a little at a time, 
but more rapidly if wished.” 

My Myrick said in part: 

“The federal farm loan act aims to en- 
able the farmer to accomplish all of these 
things, and even more. It is a federal law, 
a national statute. It should not be con- 
fused with’ any state law. It is a national 
law providing a national system of farm 
mortgage reform, to be under federal con- 
trol and supervision. 

liow the New System Works. 

“The president has appointed a federal) 
farm loan board, consisting of two repub- 
licans, two democrats and the secretary of 
the treasury, ex-officio, to administer the 
whole systém. 

Mr. Myrick explained the workings of the 
scheme in full. He said, in part: 

“This board shall divide the country into 
12 federal land bank districts. In each dis- 
trict, the boara shall establish a federal land 
bank with $750,000 paid up cash capital. 
Hach land bank shall be managed temporari- 
ly by five directors appointed by federal 
farm loan board. 

“Bach federal land bank shall charter Na- 
tional Farm Loan associations within the 
district of said bank, which district shall con- 
sist of the whole of one or more states. 

‘The $6 shares in the federal land bank

may be heid by the National Farm Loan as- 
sociations included in its membership, by the 
United States, by states, individuals or cor- 
porations. 


“Only those shares may vote which are 


| held by National Farm Loan associations and 
| by,\the government. 


Thus it will be seen that 
borrowers will be in control. 
Farmers’ Borrowing Clubs. 

“Ten or more persons, who are farm own- 

or who deciare their intention shortly 
such, may form a National Farm 
Loan association. Only such borrowing mem- 
bers may join it. The shares are $5 each, 
but no member may vote more than 20 shares. 
Thus it is co-operative and the control is 
vested in the borrowers. 

How to Borrow. 

“When you get your charter, vour associ- 
ation indorses your note and mortgage and 
sends same up to the land bank. If it finds 
the papers, security, ete. all right, it grants 
the loan for the full amount, remits that 
amount to the secretary-treasurer of your as- 
sociation, who pavs it over to you, the bor- 
There is no charge for commission, 
no rake-off, no bonus, no expense or charge 
of any kind for the loan. Of course, you, 
the borrower, must furnish a good title at 
your own expense for search. 

“Your note may run for not to exceed 
five years, if you want a loan for such a 
short time, but most people will take advan- 
tage of the provision of the law, which 
Says that your note may run for not less 
than five years nor longer than 40, at your 
option.

“You agree in this note to pay the Interest

ations. 

“All the farm land banks are jointly and 
severally responsible for all their bonds. As 
borrowers are constantly reducing their 
debts, the equity is increasing. 

“Thus the bonds are an absolutely safe 
investment, in denominations of $25, $50, $100, 
$500 and $1,000. 


Free of Tax. 


“As the borrower’s land pays the taxes 
and cannot escape taxation, the borrower's 
note and mortgage, also the capital and sur- 
plus of the member associations and of the 
federal land banks and their bonds, are ex- 
empt from any and all taxation whatsoever. 
This helps to keep down the rate of interest 
to borrowers, because investors have no taxes 
to pay on such bonds or shares. 

“The bonds being in small denominationg, 
it will be possible for everyone, even chil-« 
dren, to save up money enough to own at 
least one federal farm land bond.

As to state laws, one of the first duties 
of the Federal Loan Board will be to examine 
the land laws of each state. If they find 
that existing state laws, do not adequately 
protect the lender, the board will not allow 
the system to be put into operation until 
the state legislation so. amends such law 
as to afford the lender full and ample pro- 
tection. There may be some southern states 
which thus may be deprived of enjoying the 
system until their own laws have been 
amended so as to meet this possible objec- 
tion.

A. Buchannon, of the Ninth district, 
has drafted a resolution which he 
has asked Representative J. A. Cole+ 
man, of Calhoun, to introduce in the 
house today, which declares

The controversy between Senator 
Buchannon and Representative Shef- 
figld dates back to thé last session of 


provided for the abolition of the office 
of treasurer of Early county. 
Buchannon claims that not only 
his request ignored, but that the next 
he heard of the matter, Mr. Sheffield 
had passed two local bills without his 
knowledge or consent, one to put the 
treasurer of Early county on a salary 
of $600 per. annum and the other to 
regulate the officers of Blakely and to 
fix their salaries.

Several days ago a lively tilt occur- 
red between the senator and the repre- 
sentative in a house committee during 
which Senator Buchannon charged Rep- 
resentative Sheffield with wilfully and 
deliberately holding up legislation 
which his people desired. He says that 
Mr. Sheffield then agreed to have the 
bill reported favorably to the house, 
but that when the bill finally came up 
for passage it was tabled, at Mr. Shef- 
field's request.

The substitutes to Representative 
Blackburn's bill to relieve locomotive 
engineers from civil @nd criminal lia- 
bility for not checking speed. at cross- 
ings in accordance with thé present 
law, and an amendment to one of the 
substitutes, were brought before gen- 
eral judiciary committee No. 1 of the 
house last night. No action was taken. 

The original bill was thought defi- 
cient, as it might relieve the principal 
in relieving the agent. The substitute 
makes the liability of the engineer sec- 
ondary to that of the railroad. T. C. 
Ladson, attorney for the engineers, 
spoke of the present law made in 1851, 
in the days of ox-carts, as an wnjust 
and fool law under modern conditions, 
that would, because it cannot be fol- 
lowed out, breed anarchy and disregard 
of all law. 

The substitute by Judge Loving, rep- 
resenting the Seaboard Air Line, ex- 
tends immunity from the present law 
to the railroads, but does not take away 
the clause requiring the whistle to be 
blown continually 400 yards before the 
crossing is reached, adds that the bell 
must be rung, and that speed must be 
slackened at dangerous crossings. 

Attorney Wimberly, counsel for the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah railroad, 
had an amendment to Judge Loving’s 
bill which would require drivers and 
pedestrians crossing the tracks to stop, 
look and listen before crossing. He 
stated that he was there to speak for 
the safety of the people, who should be 
required to take reasonable (precautions.

munitions barge, tied up at the island, 
was combatted late today by Robert 
S. Hudspeth, prosecutor for Hudson 
county, and Theodore B. Johnson, pres- 
ident of the Johnson Lighterage com- 
pany, Owner of the munitions barge. 
Both declare the fire originated in two 
zeehigh Valley railroad freight ears 
laden with explosives, 

Johnson, who was arrested on a war- 

rant charging manslaughter, as were 
Albert M. Dickman, Black Tom agent 
of the Lehigh Valley, and Alexander 
Dickman, superintendent of the Nation- 
al Storage company, denied all respon- 
sibility for the conflagration. He inti- 
mated that the fire was of incendiary 
Origin. 
"Prosecutor Hudspeth 
Johnson's story. He said he had ob- 
tained an affidavit from the com- 
mander of the tug Geneva which 
kave a comprehensive story of the dis- 
aster. 

“According to the affidavit and other 
evidence,” said the prosecutor, “the 
fire started two hours before the 
Johnson barge was destroyed and it 
was not this bange that caused the 
great explosion. Thefire spread from 
freight cars to warehouses and the 
barge. The captain of thé, Geneva was 
towing away another barge, said to 
have been loaded wiith a tremendously 
high explosive, acting upon orders of 
a Lehigh Valley official when the 
barge, which had shown no sign of 
being afire, exploded. This was the 
first explosion and the one that was 
most severe.” 

Later in the day a warrant was ‘is- 
Sued for the arrest on a charge of 
manslaughter of Edmund L. Macken- 
zie, of Plainfield, N. J., president of 
the National Storage company, whose 
plant on Black Tom was destroved. 

The finding of part of a woman's 
body half a mile from the scene of the 
explosion late tonight confirmed the 
belief of the police that the death list 
of the disaster was not complete. 

Plate glass insurance underwriters 
voted at a meeting here today to 
waive all technicalities and to replace 
at once all windows shattered by the 
explosions. It is estimated that the 
plate glass loss in Manhattan, Brook- 
lyn and New Jersey was $1,000,000.
